President  and  Members: 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Education  Fund  for  the  Improvement  of  Post 
Secondary  Education  is  soliciting  applications  to  encourage  student 
participation  in  community  service  projects.   It  is  estimated  that  $1,000,000 
will  be  available  for  approximately  twenty-five  new  grants. 

There  is  no  minimum  contract  award  and  no  local  matching 
requirement . 

The  District  AIDS  Program  wishes  to  submit  an  application  to  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education  Fund  for  the  Improvement  of  Post  Secondary 
Education  for  two  years  in  the  amount  of  $112,666  for  a  Student  AIDS  Volunteer 
Efforts  (SAVE)  Program. 

The  SAVE  Program  (1)  will  formalize  cooperation  between  our 
institution  and  community  based  organizations  that  provide  AIDS  prevention 
education  or  AIDS  direct  service  to  San  Franciscans,  (2)  will  involve 
recruitment  of  a  minimum  of  120  students  to  serve  as  volunteers  with  AIDS 
education  or  serving  organizations  (3)  will  call  for  the  reassignment  of  a 
SFCCD  faculty  person  to  act  as  coordinator  to  manage  the  SAVE  Program,  (4) 
will  call  for  the  reassignment  of  a  SFCCD  instructor  and  a  SFCCD  counselor  to 
act  as  SAVE  staff  to  recruit  and  supervise  students,  (5)  will  include  the 
ongoing  training  of  SAVE  staff,  (6)  will  involve  the  training  and  matching  of 
SAVE  students  to  AIDS  education  or  AIDS  serving  organizations,  (7)  will 
include  the  careful  supervision  and  ongoing  support  and  training  of  SAVE 
students  by  both  SAVE  staff  and  community  based  supervisors,  and  (8)  will 
provide  educational  services  to  SAVE  students  as  they  participate  in  community 
service  projects  or  urgent  concern  in  the  fight  against  AIDS.

President  and  Members: 

Education  Code  Section  84040  requires  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  to  provide  for  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  district,  including  an  audit  of  community  college  district  income  and 
expenditures  by  source  of  funds. 

Section  13e  of  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  Circular 
A-128,  Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governments,  also  requires  that  the  audit 
report  be  made  available  by  the  State  or  local  government  for  public 
inspection  within  thirty  days  after  the  completion  of  the  audit. 

On  April  19,  1988  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
880419-Bl  authorizing  amendment  of  contract  with  Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA, 
and  Ouan  &  Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers,  for  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  the  Fiscal 
Year  1987-88  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $46,500. 

The  auditors  have  now  compxeted  their  examination  and  the  results 
are  contained  in  "Deloitte  Haskins+Sells  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  -  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  California,  1988  Single  Audit 
Report".   A  copy  has  been  sent  to  each  Governing  Board  member  and  a  copy  has 
been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Governing  Board. 

Education  Code  Section  84040.3  reads  as  follows:   "Each  community 
college  district  governing  board  shall  review  the  annual  audit  prescribed 
pursuant  to  Section  84040  at  one  of  its  regularly  scheduled  public  meetings;

Adoption  of  Nonresident  Tuition  Fee  Rate  in  Grades  13  and 
14  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1989-90 

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and 
shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to  nonresident  students. 
The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer 
units.   Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this  subdivision 
shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and 
resident  of  a  foreign  country,  provided  that  the 
nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the 
exemption  and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the 
nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any  community 
college  district  may  be  so  exempted.   Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  may  be  made  on  an 
individual  basis. 

A  district  may  contract  with  a  state,  a  county 
contiguous  to  California,  the  federal  government,  a 
foreign  country,  or  an  agency  thereof,  for  payment  of 
all  or  a  part  of  a  nonresident  student's  tuition  fee. 

Attendance  of  nonresident  students  shall  not  be 
reported  as  resident  average  daily  attendance  for 
state  apportionment  purposes,  except  as  provided  by 
statute  in  which  case  a  nonresident  tuition  fee  may 
not  be  charged. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the 
governing  board  of  each  community  college  district 
not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the 
succeeding  fiscal  year.   Such  fee  may  be  paid  in 
installments,  as  determined  by  the  governing  board  of 
the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board 
pursuant  to  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  represent 
for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester 
units  or  45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year 
(a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the  district  for 
the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the 
California  Community  College  Budget  and  Accounting 
Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States 
Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  Department 
of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding 
fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding 
fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current  expense  of  education 
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in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districts 
increased  by  the  projected  percent  increase  in  the 
United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by 
the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
and  succeeding  fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  (including 
nonresident  students)  attending  all  districts  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (c)  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  the  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  on 
any  contiguous  district.   However,  should  the 
district's  preceding  fiscal  year  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district 
in  noncredit  courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10 
percent  of  the  district's  total  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district, 
the  district  in  calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute 
instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of  education  in 
grades  13  and  14  and  average  daily  attendance  in 
grades  13  and  14  of  all  students  attending  in  the 
district. 

The  governing  board  of  each  community  college 
district  shall  also  adopt  a  tuition  fee  per  unit  of 
credit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or 
less  than  15  units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the 
fee  determined  in  the  preceding  paragraph  by  30  for 
colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45  for 
colleges  operating  on  the  quarter  system  and  rounding 
to  the  nearest  whole  dollar.   The  same  rate  shall  be 
uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending  any 
terms  or  sessions  maintained  by  the  community 
college.   The  rate  charged  shall  be  the  rate 
established  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or 
session  ends. 

Any  loss  in  district  revenue  generated  by  the 
nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  not  be  offset  by 
additional  state  funding. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  which  require  a 
mandatory  fee  for  nonresidents  shall  not  apply  to  any 
district  which  borders  on  another  state  and  has  fewer 
than  500  average  daily  attendance." 

For  Fiscal  Year  1988-89,  the  per  semester  unit  nonresident  tuition 
fee  rate  was  $96.   It  has  been  computed  that  the  current  expense  of  education 
for  the  College  Division  (grades  13  and  14)  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1987-88  was 
$2,793.56  per  ADA.  Multiplying  this  by  the  projected  increase  in  the  United 
States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  California  Department  of 
Finance  for  the  two  years  of  1.09  and  then  dividing  by  30  semester  units,  we 
arrive  at  $101,499  or  $101  (rounded),  as  the  1989-90  per  semester  unit 
non-resident  tuition  fee  rate. 

The  per  semester  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  computed  for  1989-90 
for  all  districts  statewide  is  $94.   The  per  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  to 
be  established  for  1989-90  by  the  governing  board  of  districts  contiguous  to 
the  SFCCD  is  not  known  at  this  time.   However,  the  1988-89  rates  as  published 
in  the  college  catalogs  are  as  follows:   San  Mateo  $94  per  semester  unit.; 
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Peralta  $99  per  quarter  unit.;  Contra  Costa  $92  per  semester  unit.;  and  Marin 
$99  per  semester  unit.

—  50%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  during  the  third  and  fourth 
calendar  weeks  of  instruction. 

—  0%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  during  and  after  the 
fifth  calendar  week  of  instruction. 

Tuition  refund  requests  must  be  received  before  or  by  the 
end  of  the  fourth  calendar  week  of  instruction  of  each 
Fall  or  Spring  Semester  for  units  dropped  in  accordance 
with  the  prorated  schedule. 

That  the  refund  schedule  for  short-term  and  Summer  session 
courses  will  be  as  follows: 

— 100%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  prior  to  or  during  the  first 
calendar  week  of  instruction. 

—  50%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  during  the  second  calendar 
week  of  instruction. 
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0%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  during  and  after  the 
third  calendar  week  of  instruction. 

Tuition  refund  requests  must  be  received  before  or  by  the 
end  of  the  second  calendar  week  of  instruction  for  units 
dropped  in  accordance  with  the  prorated  schedule.

The  positions,  however, 
have  evolved  to  a  level  that  the  current  1808  classification  is  no  longer 
appropriate  to  meet  the  heavy  responsibilities  and  technical  requirements  of 
the  positions.   The  positions  require  the  use  of  the  computer  terminal, 
personal  computer,  IBM  Displaywriter,  as  well  as  their  compatible  software.

President  and  Members: 

In  the  adopted  district  budget,  1988-89,  the  District  Personnel 
Office  created  a  new  certificated  management  position,  Associate  Director, 
Personnel.   This  position  was  to  replace  two  vacant  personnel  management 
positions:   Director,  Certificated  Personnel  and  Senior  Departmental  Personnel 
Officer  (classified  personnel).   This  position's  primary  responsibilities  were 
to  direct  the  district's  classified  personnel  services  and  to  provide  legal 
assistance  for  the  District's  personnel  functions.   The  Governing  Board 
approved  the  appropriation  for  the  position,  but  directed  the  administration 
not  to  fill  the  position  until  further  review  by  the  Board  and  the 
administration.   This  review  has  been  completed. 

Since  the  original  restructuring  request  for  the  position  was 
approved,  the  classified  personnel  service  was  transferred  from  the  District 
Business  Office  to  the  District  Personnel  Office  in  September,  1988.   This 
transfer  occurred  without  any  temporary  management  support  position. 

The  Vice  Chancellor,  Personnel,  has  had  a  further  opportunity  to 
review  the  immediate  staffing  needs  of  the  classified  personnel  area  since  the 
transfer.   The  classified  personnel  section  is  critically  under  staffed. 
Without  the  necessary  district  personnel  management  and  technical  support,  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  provide  the  level  of  service  needed  for  an 
effective  personnel  operation.   There  are  no  mid-level  or  higher  management 
positions.   The  highest  level  position  is  a  Classified  Personnel  Technician, 
(Class  #1203)  supported  by  two  clerical  positions,  Senior  Clerk  Typist,  (Class 
#1426)  and  Clerk,  (Class  #1404).   Prior  to  the  move  of  the  function,  the  Head 
Accountant  was  serving  temporarily  as  the  sole  district  manager  for  classified 
personnel  services  in  addition  to  his  regular  payroll  duties.   This  temporary 
assignment  ended  when  the  function  moved  in  September.   It  has  become  apparent 
that  a  department,  the  size  of  this  District,  cannot  adequately  serve  the 
needs  of  the  classified  employees  and  be  effective  in  building  and  maintaining 
good  working  relations  with  the  City  and  County  Civil  Service  Commission 
without  a  Senior  Departmental  Personnel  Officer,  (Class  #1272).   In  addition, 
the  district  must  in  the  near  future  restructure  the  district  classified 
personnel  services  area  to  include  several  mid-level  management  positions  to 
be  responsible  for  training  activities  and  for  contract  management 
responsibilities  such  as  employees  evaluation  program  and  for  tbe 
administration  of  progressive  disciplinary  actions. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  as  follows:   "The 
total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures 
for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies 
to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at 
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any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district 
governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education 
and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.

President  and  Members: 

On  August  23,  1988,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  the  SFCCD  Budget 
1988-89  by  approving  Resolution  No.  880823-B1.   The  total  SFCCD  adopted  budget 
is  $85,992,860  and  the  General  Fund  -  Unrestricted,  Centers  Division  adopted 
budget  is  $29,281,274.   By  the  end  of  the  Fall  Semester  1988  the  Centers 
Division  generated  138.63  units  of  ADA  more  than  the  comparable  period  in  the 
prior  fiscal  year.   In  order  to  produce  this  additional  ADA,  resources 
intended  for  the  Summer  Semester  1989  were  committed  to  the  Fall  Semester 
1988. 

It  is  now  necessary  to  appropriate  the  assured  income  generated  in 
the  Fall  Semester  1988  in  excess  of  the  adopted  budget  to  restore  sufficient 
resources  so  that  a  normal  Summer  Session  1989  may  be  conducted. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85210  reads  as  follows:   "All 
income  accruing  to  the  community  college  district  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
required  to  finance  the  total  proposed  expenditures,  including  transfers  to 
other  community  college  districts  and  funds,  as  shown  in  the  budget  of  the 
district  shall  be  added  to  the  general  reserve  of  the  district,  and  shall  not 
be  available  for  appropriation  by  the  district  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
except  by  the  following  procedure.   The  governing  board  of  the  district  shall, 
by  formal  action  of  the  board,  pass  a  resolution  setting  forth  the  need 
according  to  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  to  be  met  from  any 
portion  of  the  general  reserve  derived  from  assured  income  in  excess  of  the 
total  amount  anticipated  in  the  budget.   The  resolution  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  for  approval.   On  the  first  day  of  July 
of  each  year,  the  general  reserve  together  with  unexpended  balances  of  appro- 
priations and  income  in  excess  of  anticipated  income  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  district,  and  the  district  shall 
include  all  money  so  credited  in  the  balance  shown  in  the  budget  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year."

Fund  for  Instructional  Equipment  Replacement  -  Matching, 
Community  College  Centers 

President  and  Members: 

The  State  Budget  Act  of  1987  contained  a  total  of  $52  million  in 
Items  6870-106-001  and  6870-490-782  for  the  purpose  of  making  one-time 
instructional  equipment  replacement  and  library  material  purchases.   These 
funds  were  allocated  by  the  State  Chancellor  on  a  combination  of  block  and  per 
ADA  basis  to  the  districts.   From  the  funds  allocated  to  the  District,  a 
preliminary  allocation  of  $500,000  was  made  to  the  Community  College  Centers 
for  the  purchase  of  instructional  equipment  replacement.   Additional  funds  in 
the  amount  of  $370,540  were  allocated  in  1987-88  and  1988-89. 

The  Budget  Act  of  1988  contains  $35  million  in  Items  687-106-001  and 
6870-101-785  Schedule  (a)  20.40.30  for  the  same  purpose  as  the  1987-88  program 
funding.   From  the  funds  allocated  to  the  District,  a  preliminary  allocation 
of  $200,000  was  made  to  the  Community  College  Centers. 

A  $1  local  match  is  required  for  every  $3  of  State  money  spent  in 
this  program.   The  total  matching  requirement  for  equipment  is  $356,835  for 
the  Centers.   Of  this  amount,  the  Centers  previously  identified  $209,993  in 
equipment  matching  funds,  thus  leaving  an  unmet  match  of  $146,842.   The 
Centers  will  be  able  to  provide  approximately  $40,000  from  its  VEA  allocation. 
Therefore,  another  $106,842  is  needed  to  complete  the  required  match.   The 
Centers  request  that  this  $106,842  be  reappropriated  from  its  capital  outlay 
projects.

The  Community  College  Construction  Act  of  1967  and  1980,  California 
Education  Code  Section  81800  et  seq.,  requires  the  submission  of  an  updated 
Five  Year  Capital  Construction  Plan  for  the  District  to  the  Office  of  the 
Chancellor,  California  Community  Colleges,  on  or  before  February  1,  1989. 

The  staff  is  preparing  the  submittal  in  the  prescribed  format  with 
supporting  documentation.   The  basis  of  this  year's  update  is  last  year's 
Capital  Construction  Program  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  at  their 
January  21,  1987  meeting.   Essentially,  the  Proposed  Plan  reflects  the 
carryover  of  District  projects  remaining  disapproved  and  unfunded  by  the 
State,  but  still  needed. 

Only  those  project  needs  included  in  the  previously  District 
approved  programs,  as  well  as  mandated  requirements  (handicapped,  life,  safety 
and  energy  conservation)  were  considered  for  this  submittal.   However,  certain 
modifications  to  individual  projects  were  made  due  to  changed  circumstances 
subsequent  to  previous  Governing  Board  action,  such  as  current  plans  of  the 
District  concerning  future  academic  programs  considered  in  the  light  of  anti- 
cipated revenue;  escalating  construction  cost;  enrollment  projections;  and 
utilization  standards  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  California  Community 
Colleges.   The  above  factors  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  nature,  scope  and 
timing  of  proposed  projects  to  assure  consideration  for  State  funding. 

The  resulting  Five-Year  submittal  will  be  consistent  in  content  and 
principle  with  previous  plans  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  and  expectations 
of  the  level  of  State  support;  therefore,  the  following  resolution  is 
recommended  for  adoption.

In  the  1988-89  State  Budget,  funds  were  apportioned  to  provide  the 
State  share  of  funding  for  Phase  I  equipment  for  the  Southeast  Community 
College  Center. 

We  have  been  informed  by  the  Dean  of  Community  Colleges  for 
Facilities  Planning  that  the  Department  of  Finance  has  approved  the  District's 
purchase  of  equipment  and  allocated  appropriated  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$330,000  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  California  Community  Colleges  as  the  State 
share  for  equipment  purchases. 

We  have  been  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  item  of  work  and  submit 
claims  in  accordance  with  regulations. 

The  estimated  project  cost  for  state  participation  is  as  follows: 

Southeast  Center,  Equipment  Leased  Facilities,  Phase  I

The  Governor's  1989-90  Proposed  Budget  contains  working  drawing 
funding  for  the  new  Library /Learning  Resource  Center  at  City  College. 

The  State  Chancellor's  Office,  Department  of  Finance  and  the 
Legislative  Analyst's  Office  support  the  funding  of  working  drawings  in 
1989-90.  We  have  been  informed  that  this  support  is  predicated  on  the 
District  submitting  an  expanded  (Preliminary  Plans)  and  outline  specifications 
for  the  proposed  building.  We  have  been  requested  to  provide  the  additional 
documentation  by  February  27,  1989  in  order  to  receive  continuing  support. 

An  architectural  firm  has  not  been  appointed  for  this  project. 
Under  Governing  Board  policy,  this  process  would  take  about  three  months  to 
accomplish.  District  staff  does  not  have  the  resources  to  provide  the 
documentation  required  by  the  established  deadline. 

Staff  contacted  the  City  Architect  to  explore  the  possibility  of  the 
Bureau  of  Architecture  providing  services  for  the  District  in  preparing  a 
schematic  design  and  outline  specifications.   The  City  Architect  has  agreed  to 
assign  personnel  to  do  so.   The  estimated  cost  for  the  work  is  $25,000. 

Staff  recommends  that  this  alternative  be  accepted.  The  City 
Architect  understands  that  this  would  not  be  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
District  to  retain  the  Bureau  to  provide  complete  architectural  services  for 
the  project  and  that  a  private  architectural  firm  would  be % appointed  when 
State  funding  becomes  assured.

Tripodes  Foundation  for  the  Blind  and  George  H.  Sandy  Foundation 
have  granted  the  amounts  of  $4,435.73  and  $5,000,  respectively,  to  the 
Foundation  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco  for  the  purchase  of  special 
equipment  items  for  the  use  of  students  enrolled  in  the  Enabler  Program,  City 
College  of  San  Francisco.   These  donations  are  the  result  of  the  collaborative 
efforts  of  Dr.  Hortensia  Chang,  Counselor,  Enabler  Program,  Mrs.  Elaine 
Mannon,  Executive  Director,  Foundation  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  and 
Dr.  Louis  Batmale,  Advisor  of  the  Foundation  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco. 

Tripodes  Foundation  for  the  Blind's  donation  of  $4,435.73  will  be 
used  to  purchase  computer  software  and  hardware  for  the  blind  and  visually 
impaired  students.   It  will  supplement  the  College-owned  IBM  compatible 
computer  with  a  Braille  printer  and  software  that  give  blind  students  access 
to  a  word  processor  capable  of  printing  in  both  Braille  and  regular  print. 
These  tools  will  be  helpful  in  opening  up  educational  opportunities  for 
Enabler  students. 

George  H.  Sandy  Foundation's  donation  of  $5,000  will  be  used  to 
purchase  computer  related  equipment  items  for  disabled  students  and  an 
electric  wheelchair  for  orthopedically  disabled  students.   The  electric 
wheelchair  will  allow  access  to  students  who  come  to  school  in  manual 
wheelchairs  or  crutches.   The  campus  is  built  on  a  hill  and  although  it  is 
accessible  through  ramps,  going  from  class  to  class  is  a  difficult  task  for 
those  students  who  do  not  have  the  physical  strength  to  propel  themselves 
uphill.   The  electric  wheelchair  will  also  increase  the  students'  feeling  of 
independence  while  freeing  up  personnel  who  serve  as  mobility  assistants. 

With  these  donations  to  the  District,  the  Enabler  Program  can  also 
seek  VEA  matching  funds.

At  their  regular  meeting  on  October  25,  1988,  the  Governing  Board 
adopted  Resolution  No.  881025-B13,  accepting  the  bid  of  and  awarding  of 
contract  to  AECS  Corporation,  the  legal  responsible  low  bidder  for  the 
project:  Asbestos  Abatement  at  Conlan  Hall,  Creative  Arts  Extension  and 
Creative  Arts  Complex,  CCSF. 

The  Contract  sum  for  the  projects  is  $43,795.00  consisting  of  the 
base  sum  of  $6,500.00;  add  Alternate  No.  1  in  the  sum  of  $15,265.00;  add 
Alternative  No.  2  in  the  sum  of  $3,530.00;  and  add  Alternate  No.  3  in  the  sum

The  Contract  "Start  Day"  was  established  as  December  16,  1988,  with 
project  completion  scheduled  for  January  6,  1989.

The  Fort  Mason  Art  Center  was  established  in  1975  as 
part  of  the  Centers  Division  and  attached  to  the  Galileo  Center. 
The  State  Legislature  and  the  Governor  in  1982  defunded  non- 
credit  art,  music,  and  foreign  language  classes.   In  1984  the 
SFCCD  developed  a  fee  schedule  and  attached  the  Art  Center  to  the 
Community  Services  Program  under  the  Chinatown/North  Beach 
Community  College  Center's  administration.. 

The  Fort  Mason  Art  Center  is  devoted  to  providing  high- 
quality,  diverse  art  courses  to  the  Bay  Area  Community  at  minimal 
cost.   In  essence,  the  Art  Center  fills  an  important  void  in 
traditional  fine  arts  education,  allowing  mature  artistic 
individuals  to  begin  or  continue  the  vital  lifelong  learning 
process  in  a  manner  that  suits  their  needs,  schedules,  and 
budgets . 

Presently,  the  FMAC  is  one  of  the  largest  providers  of 
community  based  arts  education  in  northern  California  with  over 
3,000  individual  students  involved  in  our  semester  length,  six 
week  summer  session,  mini  course  programs,  textiles,  and  Arts 
Business  programs  (funded) .   Our  classes  have  absorbed  many  of 
the  students  from  five  major  art  education  providers  that  have 
closed  their  doors  in  the  last  four  years. 

In  1987  the  Community  College  District  Governing  Board 
appointed  a  Task  Force  chaired  by  President  Julie  Tang,  Ernest 
"Chuck"  Ayala,  and  Rev.  Amos  Brown.   One  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Task  Force  was  to  develop  a  business  plan  so  that  its 
existence  can  be  assured  without  continuing  economic  crisis.

A.    Fringe  Benefits  -  All  employees  with  40%  or  more  of  a 
full-time  load  shall  receive  the  following  District- 
paid  benefits  on  a  year-round  basis: 

1.    Medical  -  District  shall  provide  medical  care 

insurance  programs  to  the  above  stated  employees 
and  all  other  employees  covered  as  of  September, 
1981,  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  City 
Charter.

3.    Drug/Dental/Orthodontia/Lif e  Insurance 

a.  Dental/Orthodontia:   District  shall 
continue  to  provide  and  pay  for  dental 
benefits  with  the  following 
improvements:   increase  $1,000  per  year 
maximum  for  covered  Basic  and 
Prosthodontic  expenses  and  Accident 
benefits  to  $2,000;  increase  $700 
lifetime  Orthodontic  maximum  to  $1,500. 
The  District  will  pay  for  the  increase 
in  percentage  of  covered  expenses  on 
Prosthodontic  expenses  from  50%  to  80%, 
and  Orthodontic  expenses  from  50%  to  80% 

b.  All  unit  members  eligible  for  dental 
benefits  shall,  upon  retirement,  contin- 
ue to  have  District-paid  dental  cover- 
age including  District-paid  dependent 
dental  coverage. 
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Article  21   FRINGE  BENEFITS  (cont'd) 


b.  Life  insurance  shall  increase  in  face  value 
from  $25,000  to  $50,000  on  July  1,  1989; 
$50,000  to  $75,000  on  July  1,  1990;  and  from 
$75,000  to  $100,000  on  July  1,  1991.   Dis- 
trict paid  life  insurance  benefits  shall 
continue  until  age  70  for  all  eligible  em- 
ployees.  For  all  employees  eligible  for  life 
insurance  benefits,  the  District  will  contin- 
ue benefits  after  termination  of  eligibility 
at  the  employee's  expense. 

c.  Disability  Income  Protection  -  The  District 
shall  maintain  a  policy  of  disability  income 
protection  for  members  of  the  unit  working 
50%  or  more  of  a  full-time  regular  work  load.

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Article  25.0  PART-TIME/OVERLOAD  SENIORITY  AND  REEMPLOYMENT  RIOTS 

25.1  Determination  of  Seniority 

25.1.1  Seniority  for  part-time  faculty  shall  be  determined  by  the  number 
of  semesters  credited  for  wage  increments. 

25.1.2  Seniority  for  full-time  faculty  overload  shall  be  determined  in 
the  same  manner  as  seniority  for  part-time  increments.  (See  Aricle 
20) 

25.1.3  Seniority  shall  be  applied  within  a  division,  but  a  faculty  member 
in  one  division  who  leaves  that  division  and  is  hired  by  the  other 
division  with  no  more  than  a  two-semester  break  in  service  shall 
transfer  his/her  seniority  to  the  second  division. 

25.2  Priority  and  Sequence  for  Reemployment  Assignment 


25.2.1  The  current  percentage  of  of  affirmative  action  faculty  in  the 
part-time  and  overload  category  shall  not  be  lowered  by  action  of 
this  article. 

25.2.2  For  reemployment  purposes,  all  part-time  faculty  and  full-time 
faculty  teaching  overloads,  within  a  department  or  discipline, 
shall  be  ranked  within  the  following  groups  according  to  their 
seniority  within  the  District :

25.2.3  The  priority  and  sequence  for  reemployment  shall  be  as  follows: 

25.2.3.1  Everyone  in  Group  1  shall  be  reemployed  at  the  same  load 
as  the  previous  semester  before  anyone  can  be  reemployed 
in  Group  2,  and  so  on  for  each  successive  group.   If  re- 
employment is  possible  for  only  some  of  the  faculty  within 
a  particular  seniority  group,  the  part-time  faculty  will 
have  priority  over  the  full-time  faculty  with  an  overload 
assignment,  and  the  decision  in  either  of  those  groups 
shall  be  based  on  qualifications  and  affirmative  action 
considerations.  The  faculty  chosen  for  reemployment  within 
that  last  group  shall  be  given  the  chance  to  have  the  same 
number  of  units  they  had  the  previous  semester  before  any- 
one else  in  the  group  shall  be  offered  an  assignment. 

25.2.3.2  After  faculty  in  all  six  groups  have  been  given  an  assign- 
equal  to  that  of  the  previous  semester,  then  the  same 
procedure  shall  be  followed  to  offer  part-time  faculty  not 
currently  at  the  60%  load  an  increased  load  up  to  the  6CTc 
maximum. 
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25.2.3.3  Full-time  faculty  may  request  a  new  or  increased  overload 
assignment  up  to  the  maximum  allowed.  These  may  be  given 
after  the  provisions  of  25.2.3.2  are  followed.  Decisions 
about  these  assignments  shall  be  based  on  qualifications, 
affirmative  action,  and  seniority  in  a  full-time  position. 

25.2.3.4  After  25.2.3.1,  25.2.3.2,  and  25.2.3.3  have  been  followed, 
then  any  openings  may  be  filled  with  new  applicants  for 
part-time  positions. 

25.3  Notification 

25.3.1  The  District  must  follow  the  above  procedure  for  reemployment  assign- 
ment except  in  cases  in  which  a  faculty  member  has  received  at  least 
two  negative  evaluations  (For  first  semester  faculty,  one  negative 
evaluation).  In  such  cases,  the  affected  employee  must  be  notified 

in  writing  as  to  the  reasons  for  not  being  reemployed.  Such  decisions 
shall  not  be  artitrary,  capricious,  or  punitive. 

25.3.2  After  following  the  priority  and  sequence  for  reemployment  assignment 
(25.2)  and  within  thwo  weeks  after  the  class  offerings  are  created, 
all  part-time  faculty  and  faculty  on  overloads  shall  be  notified  of 
their  reemployment  status. 

25.3.3  This  information  shall  include  what  seniority  group  they  are  in,  what 
seniority  groups  were  reemployed  in  full,  and  which  group,  if  any,  was 
only  partially  reemployed.  It  shall  also  include  information  as  to 
whether  or  not  they  will  remain  within  the  part-time/overload  reemploy- 
ment pool. 

25.4  Bumping 

25.4.1  No  bumping  shall  be  allowed  after  the  semester  begins. 

25.4.2  Prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  semester,  part  time-faculty  members 
who  lose  any  or  all  of  an  assignment  because  of  scheduling  changes 
shall  be  offered  the  opportunity  to  take  a  comparable  assignment  and 
bump  a  part-time  or  overload  faculty  member  in  a  less  senior  category. 

25.5  Breaks  in  Service 

25.5.1  Part-time  faculty  members  who  turn  down  an  assignment,  are  unable  to 
serve  for  75%  of  a  semester,  are  bumped  from  an  assignment  or  other- 
wise lose  an  assignment  and  are  not  given  an  acceptable  alternate 
assignment  will  retain  their  place  in  the  reemployment  pool  for  two 
semesters  with  the  same  amount  of  increment  credit. 

25.5.2  Part-time  faculty  members  who  have  lost  their  assignment  because  of 
a  cutback  in  district  funds,  and  have  not  been  reemployed  for  two 
semesters,  and  who  request  in  writing  that  their  names  be  kept  in  the 
reemployment  poll  shall  be  so  listed.  This  shall  continue  as  long  as 
the  faculty  member  continues  to  make  such  requests. 

25.6  Noone  should  be  hired  new  for  part-time  hours  in  the  Centers  if  there  is  a 
person  anywhere  in  the  Centers  who  wants  the  hours  and  who  is  qualified  in 
terms  of  seniority,  affirmative  action,  job  performance,  credentials,  train- 
ing, experience  in  the  field,  and  special  job  related  skills. 
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
